TAXATION  IN  BRITISH 


It  is  rather  amoiing  to  witneae  oar  morn- 
ing and  evening  contemporaries  endeavoring 
to  distort  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Cariboo 
miners  into  an  expression  against  indireot 
taxation.  The  "  anti-tariff  meeting,"  and  the 
hundred  other  nomenclatures  of  a  similar 
eharaotar,  which  they  have  applied  to  the 
mining  assemblage,  are  about  as  near  the 
mark  as  if  they  had  called  it  a  Fenian  gath- 
ering, or  a  camp  meeting.  To  say  that  the 
miners  of  British  Columbia  met  together  to 
denounce  the  principle  of  a  tariff,  is  certain- 
.  -  lyto  insult  the  intelligence  of  every  man 
who  puts  piok  or  shovel  in  Cariboo  soil.  The 
1  meeting  waa  called  together  to  remonstrate 
against  the  recent  action  of  the  government 
of  the  neighboring  colony  in  increasing  the 
taxes  at  a  time  when  the  country  waa  least 
able  to  bear  it— not  a  crusade  against  import 
dnties.  We  ourselves  were  about  the  first  to 
denounce  this  false  step  of  our  neighbors,  and 
the  foremost  opponents  of  the  increased  tariff 
and  the  expert  duty  on  gold,  are  the  very 
man  who  are  firm  in  their  conviction*  that  a 
union  of  the  two  colonies  and  a  common

tariff  is  the  ooly  policy  to  save  British  Oo- 
lumbia  aa  well  as  Vancouver  Island  from 
grave  difficulties.  Had  Governor  Seymour 
increased  tbe  road  tolls.the  price  of  the  miner's 
certificate,  or  the  recording  fee,  he  wonld 
have  beard  as  great,  if  not  greater  oomplaiots 
than  those  at  present  made  against  tbe 
increased  duties  ;  for  of  all  classes  of  oon- 
sumers  the  gold  miners  are  the  most  annoyed 
by  direct  taxation ;  for  the  aimple reason  that, 
as  tbe  pursuit  is  more  fluctuating  in  its  char- 
acter tban  any  other,  tbe  difficulties  of  pay- 
ing sums  at  atated  periods  are  necessarily 
greater.  Tbe  license  in  Australia  caused  an 
insurrection,  and  the  tax  was  abolished  for 
one  that  would  bear  more  indirectly  on  the 
residents  ot  tbe  gold  fields.  A  tariff,  there, 
fofe,  becomes  the  ,  most  legitimate  means  to 
tax  gold  countries.  There  is  another  objec- 
tion to  tb.  disect  tax  on  the  miner,  and  that 
is  that  be  is  obliged  to  pay  a  larger  qnota  to 
tbe  revenue  tban  other  members  of  tbe  com- 
munity. We  alluded  yesterday  to  tbe  anona 
aly  as  well  as  inju>tioe  of  six  hundred  men  on 
Cariboo  paying  in  a  given  period  165,000, 
while  the  same  number  in  New  Westminster 
would  only  contribute  $19,000— not  a  fifth 
of  the  former's  taxation.  This  is  too  glaring 
in  its  absurdity  to  require  comment. 

What  ia  wanted  in  british  Columbia  issim 
ply  a  system  of  taxation  that  will  bear  mote 
equally  upon  tbe  inhabitants— not  a  scheme 
that  will  increase  the  burdens  of  either  a 
class  or  a  whole.  The  revenue  that  was  ob- 
tained the  last  year,  or  tbe  two  years  pre- 
vious, waa  in  all  conscience,  large  enough 
for  the  Government  of  any  colony  of  six  or 
seven  thousand  people.  Sixteen  or  seventeen 
pounds  sterling  a  bead  per  annum  cannot 
certainly  be  c  tiled  inefficient  taxation.  Lev- 
ied online  inhabitants  of  Groat  Britain  it 
pay  oS  the  national  debt  in  leas  tban 
two  years.  Yet  it  appears  this  taxation  is 
too  small  for  British  Columbia.  Probably 
if  ibe  revenue  were  doubled  the  result  would 
bo  la*  same;  for  there  is  an  astonishing 
elasticity  and  power  of  accommodation 
in  the  governments  of  such  ooontries.  Tbey 
abhor  surplusage  to  such  an  extent  that  tbey 
believe  always  in  making  their  expenditure 
a  little  more  tban  their  income. 
Wo  are  wall  aware  that  British  Colombia 
is  a  rough  country  ;  that  it  must,  like  other 
countries,  have  roads  ;  and  that  the  inhabi- 
tants, Ilk*  other  inhabitants,  must  be  taxed 
to  some  extent  for  tbeir  constrnotion  ;  but  it 
should  ooly  be  to  some  extent:  for  posterity, 
that  will  reap  the  priooipal  benefit,  should 
share  tbe  bulk  of  tbe  responsibility  in  paying 
tbe  expenses.  This  policy, unfortunately  .cannot 
always  bo  carried  out ;  Britieh  Columbia  ia 
to-day  a  debtor  to  tbe  amount  of  a  million  df 
dollais,  and  it  is  not  likely  she  can  obtain  in 
the  London  money  market  oapital  at  her 
beck  and  oall.  The  queetioo,  then,  for  the 
Governor  to  oooaider  is  bow  to  raise  sufficient 
revenue  without  orippling  the  industry  of  tbe 
country.  If  he  looks  around  he  must  tee 
that  he  has  taxod  the  colony  to  its  utmost 
capacity,  and  that  therefore  increased  tax- 
ation must  not  be  thought  of.  There  is  bat 
one  resource  left,  and  tbat  is  retrenchment — 
on  the  principle  of  the  domestic  proverb  tbat 
a  penny  saved  ia  a  penny  gained.  All  works 
that  are  not  urgent,  abould  be  stopped  ;  at 
least  one-half  of  the  official  staff*  should  be 
lopped  off,  and  every  measuro  adopted  to 
cut  down  ibe  extravagant  government  expen- 
diture. If  this  were  only  done,  Governor 
Seymour  would  have  abundant  meana  to  open 
up  available  routes  to  Kooteoay,  or  any  other 
gold  field.  At  present,  it  would  seem  by  the 
supineness  ot  both  oolonieo,  the  Orogonians 
will  beat  us  out  or  the  trade  of  tbo  mines  in 
our  own  territory.  In  anothor  column  it 
will  be  seen  thit  a  steamer  is  being  already 
built  on  the  Columbia  river  above  Col vi lie, 
and  is  expected  to  navigate  a  streloh  o 
water  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles  in  extent, 
so  as  to  shorten  tbo  travel  between  Portland 
and  Kooteoay.  We  have  every  advantage 
in  distance  and  topography  over  our  neigh- 
bors, but  through  the  isolation  o(  both  colo* 
nios,  their  wank  of  ooocerted  action  and 
united  energy,  the  moat  ralaable  trade  the 
oountry  has  yet  bad  an  opportunity  of  ob- 
taining ia  allowed  to  slip  from  our  fingers. 
And  all  this  while,  when  both  coun- 
tries abould  be  working  in  harmony  to 
accomplish  great  results,  the  wiseacres  of 
the  British  Columbian  Legislative  Council 
are  flghiing  amongst  themselves  to  see  in 
what  u.anoer  they  oan  best  hurt  the  trade  of 
Viotoria.  If  those  men  bad  tho  trot  inter 
oeta  of  the  oountry  at  heart  tbey  would  nse 
tbeir  utmost  energies  to  obtain  a  union  of  tbe 
colonies,  aod  tbos,  by  reducing  tho  expenses 
ol  tbe  government  maobinery  in  both  conn, 
trios,  and  dlrootlng  power,  tbat  is  now  either 
acting  id  eooffiot  ot  divided,  in  one

MARRIAGES,  BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS. 

The  House  went  into  Committee  on  the 
money  clause  or  the  bill  respecting  Mar- 
riages, Births  and  Deaths,  Dr.  Dioksoo  in  tbe 

ehair. 

Dr.  Powell,  in  introducing  the  bill,  read 
.the  provisions  or  it,  which  were  for  tbe  ap- 
po  ntment  of  salaried  Registrars  io  tbe  differ- 
ent distriats,  also  compelling  clergymen  to 
send  in  reports  of  marriages,  births  and 
deaths  to  the  Registrar  General. 

Mr.  DeCosmos  agreed  with  the  principle 
of  tbe  bill,  but,  looking  at  tbe  whole  oountry 
from  Nanaimo  round  to  Sooke  as  only  one 
county,  be  thought  the  whole  matter  might 
be  managed  by  the  Registrar  General. 

Dr.  Powell  said  so  far  as  marriages  wore 
concerned  this  might  be  practicable,  bnt  as 
to  births  aod  deaths  the  case  was  different ; 
in  regard  to  deaths  for  instance,  the  bill  pro* 
posed  to  allow  no  burial  to  take  place  with- 
out n  medical  certificate  that  tbe  death  was 
a  natural  one,  and  if  this  oould  only  be  ob- 
tained through  the  Registrar  Geoeral  it 
might  cause  very  great  inoonvenienee. 

Dr.  Helmoken  agreed  with  the  prinoiple  of 
tbe  bill,  and  Mid  a  similar  bill  bad  eooe  De- 


ment should  be  protected,  but  not  others. 

Hon.  Mr.  Rhodes  said  it  was  not  everyone 
who  would  have  taken  Ihe  same  precaution 
as  he  had  dons.  He  wus  especially  urged  to 
pay  at  tbe  time  by.  one  of  tbe  oity  officers 
when  Ihe  Corporation  wixs  io  full  working 
order,  and  did  so  under  protest ;  but  be  after- 
wards found  out  that  the  very  officer  who 
had  urged  him  to  pay  bad  not  paid  his  own 
taxes  (laughter).  It  was  not  on  publie  butoo 
private  grounds  that  the  tax  was  resisted. 
jJHon.  Attorney  Geoeral— Certainly  1  Mr. 
Ring,  however,  declared  that  be  resisted  on 
constitutional  grounds  alone.  * 

Hon.  Colonial  Secretary  said  it  would  oc- 
casion great  trouble  and  perhaps  involve  the 
oity  in  mueb  litigation  to  enforce  payment 
of  tbe  tax  from  four-fiftos  of  the  rate  payers. 
About  $15,000  was  paid  io  tbe  first  assess- 
ment, and  only  about  $3,000  on  tbe  seoond. 

The  Hon.  Attorney  General  suggested  that 
as  this  was  a  private  bill  they  might  ascer- 
tain first  whether  the  Corporation  would  be 
prepared  to  refund  to  those  who  had  paid. 

The  Hon.  Surveyor  General  said  it  would 
be  better  for  tbe  Corporation  to  refund  honor- 
ably than  to  fight  nearly  every  tax  payer  in 

The  Hon.  Colonial  Secretary  remarked 
that  tbe  money  bad  all  been  expended.  The 
Corporation  was  at  present  wholly  without 
available  funds. 

Considerable  discussion  followed  as  to 
whether  the  taxes  should  be  refunded, 
or  otherwise  in  what  manner  protec.ion 
oould  be  given  to  those  who  bad  already 
paid,  io  tbe  course  of  wbieb  the  Hon.  Mr. 
Rhodes  referred  tbe  Conooil  to  the  Legisla- 
tive Enactment  of  2fltb  May,  1864,  wbich  ex- 
empted those  who  bad  previously  paid  real 
estate  taxes  iu  similar  maooer.  and  it  was 
theicupon  suggested  that  tbe  bill  now  before 
tbe  Couocil  sboold  be  so  amended  as  to  meet 
tbe  present  case. 

Sec.  1  then  passed  with  literal  amend- 
ments. 

Sec.  II  passed  oo  motion  of  tbe  Hod.  Mr. 
Rhodes,  seconded  by  the  Hon.  Mr.  Fiolaysoo 
io  an  amended  form  limitiog  rates  levied  by 
way  of  per  oeolage  oo  professions,  trades 
aod  businesses  to  $500  oo  fixed  rates  aod  one- 
half  of  one  per  oent.  on  transaclionr. 

Sec.  Ill  waa  introduced  as  a  new  clause 
oo  motion  of  Hoo.  Mi.  Rhodes,  seconded  by 
Hon.  Colonial  .Secretary  exempting  all  those 
who  had  already  paid  under  tbe  City  Assess- 
ment of  Ootober,  1863,  from  contributing  a 
like  amount  under  tbe  next  assessment^ 

The  Hon.  Attorney  General  dissented  oo 
the  ground  that  the  olause  indirectly  had  re- 
trospective effect  to  wbieb  he  bad  already 
given  his  objections.  The  remainder  of  the 
clauses  we*e  then  passed  and  tbe  bill  re 
ported  complete.  Tbe  Conneil  then  adjourned
